INTRODUCTION 


On the ninth day of April in the Year of our Lord eighteen hundred 
and eighty a young man, who in five week was to graduate from Columbia 
Theological Seminary, in Columbia, South Carolina, wrote a letter to one 
of the elders in the Presbyterian Church in Vienna, Louisiana. 


The Vienna Church, the Alabama Church, and the Vernon Church, 
were inviting this young Seminary student to accept the pastorate of this 
group of Churches in Red River Presbytery. The Churches were assisted 
by Rev. J. T. Davidson of Homer, Louisiana in securing a pastor. The 
group had been without a pastor since the death of Dr. J. E. C. Doremus 
who had died on November 16, 1878. ' 


The Pastor of this group of Churches made his home in Vienna. The 
Alabama Church is situated twelve miles east of Vienna on the “Old Wire 
Road” and the Vernon Church was situated south of Vienna sixteen miles 
distanct. 


This letter from JAMES A. McLEES was written in easily legible and 
attractive hand-writing. Recorded here is a copy of the letter: — 


Theological Seminary 
Columbia, S. C. 
April 9, 1880. 


“Hon. E. M. Graham, 
Vienna, La. 


Dear Sir; 


“Your letter of the 2nd Inst, was received yesterday. The invitation ex- 
tended me by the Churches you represent is, I consider, fair enough, as 
both parties are strangers to each other. The presentation of the facts is 
satisfactory and from your letter and one received from Bro. Davidson of 
Homer I am favorably impressed with the field of labor, the country, etc. 
But there are some matters of minor consideration perhaps that I would 
like to be informed upon before making any definite decision in the case. 


“First, a part of the work will be in the country — Will T-have to buy a 
horse, or will that be furnished? As to board — I would like to know what 
that will cost — and how is the salary paid — monthly, quarterly, or at the 
expiration of the whole time? 


“I do not know what the traveling expenses will be. I simply want to 
find out as near as possible what my expenses would be. 


“You doubtless can appreciate my difficulty if you consider that I am 
just finishing a long course of study — between eight and nine years — and 
have had to bear my own expenses in it to a great extent. My funds are 
low and in order for me to know if I will be able to meet all expenses it 
is necessary to know about what they will be. 


“Nothing was said about the time of entering upon the work. Unless the 
Churches insist on beginning as soon as I could reach there after the Semi- 
nary closes I would prefer having a little time — say to the first of July. 
The Seminary will close on the 14th of May. My home is in Anderson 
County in this State, and I would want to visit that and fix up some matters 
of business before leaving. If I go west at all I expect to make it my home. 
But if the Churches are not willing to be without preaching as long as to 
the first of July I will agree to go on as soon as I could. Any information 
you can give me on these points will assist me in deciding on your propo- 
sition. And as soon as I hear from you I will be ready to say positively what 
I will do. 


“My Presbytery is in session now and it is probable that it will want me 
to labor within its bounds as there are several vacant Churches to be sup- 
plied. But I want to go west, and if I take charge of a Church here at pres- 
ent even for a short time it is not likely that I will ever leave my old Pres- 
bytery. Hence I prefer going now even if it should put me to a greater in- 
convenience than to wait a few years. I have two uncles in the ministry 
both in South Carolina Presbytery and they want me to stay in this country, 
but while I have great respect for their feelings I would not allow it to 
influence me in a matter of duty. 


“I will make no other arrangement until I hear from you. 


Yours truly, 
James A. McLees.” 


Having decided to accept the call to this group of Churches, Mr. 
McLees came to Vienna early in the month of July. The records of the 
Session of the Vienna Church show that he attended a meeting of Session 
on July 10, 1880. The records show that he served as Moderator of Pres- 
bytery at the meeting in the Homer Church on April 2, 1881. 


Mr. McLees’ pastoral relationship with this group of three churches 
continued until 1884. 


THE RUST 0 NOC on 


In the year 1861 the Vicksburg, Shreveport and Pacific Railroad had 
been completed as far west as to Monroe. Because of the War Between 
the States and the longer Reconstruction period, the work of extending 
the road was not resumed until about twenty years later. 


Late in the autumn of 1883 the road had been completed as far west 
as the Russ plantation in Lincoln Parish, and a railroad station was located 
there. This was four miles south of Vienna and the station was located at 
the point where the railroad crossed the old road leading from Vienna 
the capitol of Lincoln Parish, to Vernon, the court-house town of Jackson 
Parish. 


The surveyors for the railroad laid off a new town and the town was 
given the name of RUSTON, honoring Mr. Robert E. Russ. Mr. Russ had 
given a lot for a Baptist church, a lot for a Methodist church, a block for 
a Court House, a block for a school, and land for a cemetery. 


Col. Frank P. Stubbs, Sr., gave the lot for the Presbyterian Church. 
He was the attorney for the railroad and a member of the Monroe Pres- 
byterian Church. 


The next year, 1884, saw many of the families of Vienna moving to 
the new town. Other families came from Vernon, others from old Trenton 
(north of West Monroe), others from Shiloh, and some from various other 
places. 


Mr. McLees soon began preaching in Ruston, and on October 23, 1884 
he organized the Ruston Presbyterian Church, acting as evangelist for Red 
River Presbytery. 


Recorded here is a copy of the first minutes appearing in the early 
record book of the Session of Ruston Church: — 


FIRST MINUTES of SESSION of our CHURCH 
Oct. 23, 1884. 


According to previous notice, after divine service at Mrs. 
Simmons’ school room at Ruston, Louisiana, October 23, 1884 at 
7% o'clock, P.M. the following persons requested that a Presby- 
bvterian Church be organized under the name and style of the 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH of RUSTON: —

Judge N. M. Smith was then elected and installed (having 
been previously ordained) Ruling Elder.

REV. JAMES ANDREW McLEES 


Our First Pastor 
1884-1886 — 1888-1899 


Mr. McLees was born on the 10th day of September, 1848 in Anderson 
County, South Carolina, and died on the Ist day of September, 1899 in 
Ruston, Louisiana. He was the son of James Jefferson McLees and Mary 
Morrow Shelton McLees. 


He graduated at Davidson College in the class of 1876, and from 
Columbia Theological Seminary in 1880. 


$We was twice married; in 1881 to Miss Jeannie McBride from South 
Carolina and in 1884 to Miss Mary Ellen McMurray, a resident of Lincoln 
Parish, Louisiana. 


Mr. McLees was survived by Mrs. McLees; their one son and four 
daughters. Mrs. McLees died on March 22, 1939. The son, Will McLees, 
died on December 27, 1951. He was a lawyer in Baytown, Texas. 


In this year 1959 the four daughters are living: Mrs. Jeannie McLees 
Stennis in Pampa, Texas; Mrs. Ruth McLees Martin in Welsh, Louisiana; 
Mrs. Maud McLees Digby in Monroe, Louisiana; and Mrs. Fannie Mc- 
Lees Fletcher in Lafayette, Louisiana. 


In September 1899, Rev. J. T. Sailes, who was an evangelist in Red 
River Presbystery, wrote “AN APPRECIATION” of Mr. McLees. Because 
this was such a suitable character sketch of our First Pastor several of the 
paragraphs are quoted here: — 


“It was a privilege and a blessing conferred upon me to be made ac- 
quainted with the deceased in April, 1880, and from that time until his 
death we sustained the most intimate and harmonious relations. When we 
first met we were both young in the ministry, and my work being such as 
to admit of my going where I pleased, it pleased me greatly to be often 
with Brother McLees. For the first 8 or 9 years of our acquaintance I was 
with him in every protracted meeting in his work, besides preaching for 
him in his churches in the intervals. His house was mine as mine was his. 
Oh, how often we have sat together at night, even into the small hours of 
the morning, discussing questions of theology or the general work of the 
Master; and how pleasant and profitable these hours of social converse 
were to me! I cannot restrain the tears as I think of them, and that they 
shall never more return. Thou hast gone, my brother, and hast left me 
with a sad, sad heart. 


“In these eighteen years of intimate association I have had ample time 
and opportunities to study and know the deceased; and I think I knew him 
well — better, I believe, than any other minister in the Presbytery or in 
the State. It would scarcely be possible for two men to associate so intimate- 
lv and for such a length of time as we, and not have frequent opportunities 
to look into the inner chambers of each other’s soul, and, so far as I was 
able, I have penetrated his, and searched his heart as with a lighted candle. 


“Eighteen years ago I found him a noble, upright Christian gentleman, 
full of faith and good works, and the only noticeable change in him in all 
these years was, he grew more like his Saviour from year to year. In man- 
ner and speech he was sedate, and pure and artless as a child. Possessed 
of a sweet and placid countenance he soon won his way to one’s confi- 
dence. When engaged in religious conversation the scintillation of his eyes, 
the warmth of his language, and the animation of his mind, indicated a 
heart on fire in the cause of his Lord. 


“Possessed not of a ready tongue, but of an acute mind, he never ap- 
peared at his best in public. He was thoroughly informed in the Word, 
and one of the best expositors of it that it has even been my good fortune 
to meet. Brother McLees was a model pastor. Just a few hours before his 
death he sat ministering to a sick railroad man, wiping the perspiration 
from his aching temples, smoothing the pillows with the gentle and deft 
fingers of a woman, and directing the needy soul to the Lamb of God who 
taketh away the sin of the world. 


“Oh God! be a husband to the widow, be her strength and her sup- 
port, and pour the consolation of the Gospel of Love into her heart, and 
be a father to the five little orphan children left behind, for Jesus’ sake. 
Amen.” 
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Another fine expression of appreciation of Mr. McLees was written 
by Dr. L. P. Bowen and was published in one of the Ruston newspapers in 
September, 1899. , 


Dr. Bowen was pastor of the Monroe Presbyterian Church during the 
years 1895 to 1900. 


A THREBIU EE 
(by Dr. Bowen) 


The noblest straightest pine of all the hills 

Lies prostrate. Boughs of evergreen went down, 
A wholesome shade, the great unbrageous tree, 

Falling at midnight; and still the echo rings 
O’er plain and woodland through many a home 

And stirring all the land. McLees is dead! 


But hark, the requiem sings unhushed and sweet, 
Like symphonies of breaking hearts, a living thing, 
As if an angel lingered ‘mid the trees 
And filled the leaves with music. Everywhere 
The blossoms tarry and refuse to fade. 
The fallen branches fling out perfumes still 
And throw their wholesome balms abroad. Through all 
The forest God hangs out His fadeless signs 
Of hope and life and immortality. 
The buried roots send up their sprouts again; 
The covered seeds return in things of beauty. 
God’s odors never die. His chalices 
Flow forth perennial. McLees is not dead. 


While thousands slept, the Bridegroom came at midnight, 
The oil was in the lamp well filled and all 
Aflame; the watchers prompt to meet him. 
Our saintliest, purest, readiest of us all, 
Had passed on up. A great void yawned suddenly, 
A mighty space we knew not how to fill. 
The widow and the fatherless stood mute 
Beneath the stroke, and Churches bending low 
Stood widowed too and orphaned, dumb with tears. 
We see not through the dark. McLees is dead! 


That night gave way to morning, as all nights do. 
The sun arose upon the scene as when 
The Bible opens. Fruits in God’s gardens fall 
When fully ripe and called for from the Throne. 
Rewards seem slow sometimes. The life of toil, 
Privation, self-denial, small meed from men, 
No wreath of bay, the honors all postponed, 
The loved in want, earth’s truest heroes hid 
Amid the shadows — it seems all wrong at times; 
The worthiest most neglected and unprized, 
Good men abused and all things out of joint. 
But wait! Give mighty God His chosen hour. 
What means this precious incense breaking soft 
Through all these Northern Parishes to-day? 
For whom the falling tears like Summer rain? 
Whose are the plaudits fresh from all men’s lips? 
How many praising now who slightest once? 

What crowds are feeling yet, and on and always 
That warm hand-clasp, that pure and guileless face, 
That Christ-like daily walk, that tender care 
For sick and sad and suffering and bereaved — 
The impress of a grand and holy life? 
These are immortal things. McLees is not dead. 


Our Presbyterial ranks are thin’d and wounded sore. 
A prophet has ascended; our very best 
And longest here, our best and faithfulest. 
Red River mourns from all her banks and all 
These Northern streams. He loved them well and prayed 
For all this needy land with all his soul. 
Brook Cherith never knew in olden days 
A seer more true and brave for God 
And for His cause through famine and great want. 
We need him in our work — his wisdom, wealth 
Of soul, his friendship, faith and patience, 
His wholesome presence and its inspiration. 
We miss him everywhere, McLees is dead! 


The righteous dead are Zion’s heirlooms. The name 
Our brother leaves behind to home and Church 
Is worth far more than all Golconda’s mines. 
I’d rather have it, a spotless blessed thing, 
Its holy lustre, its lasting testimonies, 
Than all the gold of earth. Undim’d as pearls, 
He leaves it to us, a priceless legacy, 
As white as white roses. He leaves us all 
Rich treasures; a life that preaches still, 
A memory fresh with breath of violets, 
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And mingling with the good he did, 
A widow and five orphans to be loved 
And cared for by all his faithful. 

He leaves us wealth indeed; a Gospel work 
So well begun, results eternal, broad, 
And fruits yet to be gathered down the years, 
Now handed over to be reaped by you and me. 


Self sacrifice for Jesus pays — he hands 
Us that — and cheerfulness and content 

‘Mid meager things while still he labored on, 
Adorning all his Calvanistie creed 

With gentle deeds and flowers, and lived the proofs 
In ways no skeptic could rebut or slur. 

Fair Ruston may be proud that such a man 
Through all these many years has walked her streets, 
This citizen of worth, this man of God; 

And now another saint whom Jesus loved 
Has gone on up to meet his Lord in peace. 

Example survives. From out that crystal life 

Flow streams as full of health as your 
Chautauqua waters. McLees is not dead. 
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REV. WILLIAM HUNTER WYCOUGH 
(Stated Supply — 1887) 


During the year 1887, while Mr. McLees was supplying two Churches in 
Tuscaloosa Presbytery, Rev. William H. Wycough served our Church as 
Stated Supply. 


Mr. Wycough was a native of Batesville, Arkansas, having been born 
on March 4, 1852. He was a graduate of Arkansas College, and of Colum- 
bia Theological Seminary. 


While in Ruston, his family consisted of his wife, Mrs. Alice J. Wy- 
cough, and one young daughter named Evwva. 


After leaving Ruston he served several churches or groups of churches 
in Texas, in some cases as stated supply and in others as pastor. He was 
honorably retired at Fort Worth in 1929, and died there on February 3, 
1936.

During the summer of 1887 definite action was taken toward securing 
a lot and building a house of worship of our own. (The Baptist Church 
graciously gave us the privilege of holding our monthly services in their 
building: and on occasions the Methodist Church was available for our 
use. )

An interesting solicitation of funds for the purpose of building was 
issued in printed form, bearing the signatures of seven Presbyterian women, 
a majority of whom were already members of the Ruston Church. 


This request for contributions is copied here as an interesting evidence 
of the devotion and determination of these early members of our Church: —

Lincoln Panisheabouisiana 


July 9, 1887. 


“To members and friends of the Presbyterian Church and to 
friends and supporters of the cause of Christianity: 


“This is a new and thriving town on the Vicksburg, Shreveport and 
Pacific Railroad. We have a Presbyterian Church organization here, with 
a membership of twenty-one. Of these, eight are males and thirteen fe- 
males. There are about sixty children of Presbyterian parents residing in 
the place and vicinity. We have no church building, and after carefully 
canvassing the matter, we find that we can not, with our own means, erect 
a Church building. It will be impossible. All of our members are’ poor, 
and none of them have an income much, if any, above a support. We are 
very desirous of having a house of worship of our own, where we can work 
in our own way in our portion of the vineyard of our Master — where we 
can go with our children and listen to the gospel and doctrines of our 
Church, both of which we wish deeply inculcated in the minds of our 
children and in the minds of those who may hear — where we can “worship 
under our own vine and fig tree.” 


“We know our own inability, but, knowing also how much the future 
of our organization and prosperity of our cause here depends upon our 
having a house of worship, we will not despair. Can we not induce mem- 
bers of our Church and friends of our cause at a distance to aid us by 
SMALL CONTRIBUTIONS, which, in addition to the amounts we can 
raise by local subscriptions, will enable us to erect a comfortable house of 
worship? 


“WHO WILL HELP US? We do not ask any person for a LARGE 
contribution. Please send us any amount, however small; receipt of it will 
be acknowledged, and your name enrolled among those contributing. 


“Send check or P. O. money order enclosed to Mrs. Eliza Mitchell, but 
payable to Judge E. M. Graham or order, who we have elected our Treas- 
urer, and who is trustworthy and responsible. 


“As soon as we shall have raised the necessary funds, from all sources, 
to erect a comfortable and substantial building, no further contributions 
will be received, and those in excess will be returned.

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REV. FRANK LEE ALLEN 
(Stated Supply 1901-1902) 





After the death of Mr. McLees in the autumn of 1899, our Church was 
without a pastor for more than a year. During that time Rev. W. D. Spur- 
lin, the pastor of the Monroe Presbyterian Church, was helpful in preach- 
ing here on some occasions. 


Rev. Frank L. Allen, a native of Leflore Country, Mississippi, came 
to Ruston Church early in 1901 and continued to serve the Ruston and 
Alabama Churches until February 16, 1902. 


The members of Mr. Allen’s family at that time were his wife, Mrs. 
Annie West Allen, and their four children; Mary Emma, Frank West, John 
Waddel, and Cora Elizabeth. 


Mr. Allen was a graduate of Southwestern Presbyterian University at 
Clarksville, Tennesse in 1887 and of the Divinity School there in 1889. 


He came to Ruston from Raymond, Mississippi where for several years 
he had been pastor of the Raymond group of Churches. 


He transferred from Ruston to the Center Ridge group of Churches 
in Tuscaloosa Presbytery. 


He was pastor of a church in Fruitland, Missouri for several years. 


Because of ill health he retired to Montrose, Mississippi, where he 
died in 1934. 
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REV. SAMUEL WOOD BROWN 
(Pastor - - 1902-1905) 


On August 31, 1902, at a Congregational meeting of our Chuch, which 
was moderated by Rev. W. D. Spurlin of the Monroe Presbyterian Church, 
we called to the pastorate of Ruston Church Rev. S. W. Brown who at the 
time was doing home mission work at Holly Grove, Arkansas. 


Mr. Brown was born in Drew County, Arkansas on December 5, 1874. 
His parents were Rev. James Montgomery Brown and Mrs. Mary Susan 
Harper Brown. 


Mr. Brown was a graduate of Arkansas College in Batesville, Arkansas, 
and of Union Theological Seminary in Richmond, Virginia — finishing the 
Seminary course in 1901. 

He was ordained by Pine Bluff Presbytery on October 2, 1901. 
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Accepting the call to Ruston Church, Mr. Brown was our pastor from 
October 9, 1902 through October, 1905.

Mr. Brown was married to Miss Gertrude Mayfield, who was a mem- 
ber of Ruston Church and a daughter of one of the charter members, on 
November 25, 1903. 


Their two children are S. Wood Brown, Jr., and Mrs. Edith Dupre’ 
Rodriguez. 


Wood is a lawyer in New Orleans; and Edith, with Mr. Rodriguez and 
and their young folks, lives in Monroe, Louisiana. 


Mrs. S. Wood Brown, (Sr.), the widow of our former pastor, for some 
years has made her home in Monroe. Last year (1958) at the Annual Home 
Coming at Louisiana Tech she was especially honored as a member of the 
graduating class of 1898. 
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In another section of this history of Ruston Church we shall tell of 

some of the developments of the work during Mr. Brown’s stay with our 


Church. 
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REV. ARTHUR ERNEST SPENCER 


Pastor - - 1906-1908 
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On the 2nd day of December, 1906 our Church extended a call to Rev. 
A. E. Spencer, who was pastor of the Second Presbyterian Church of Rome, 
Georgia. 
Having decided to accept the call, he arrived in Ruston before the be- 
ginning of the new year. 
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Mr. Spencer was born in Savannah, Georgia on July 22, 1876. 


His parents were John Quarterman Spencer and Mrs. Susan Ann Way 
Spencer. 


He was a graduate of Davidson College and of Columbia Theological 
Seminary. 
He was married on March 28, 1906 to Miss Alice Winston Sackett of 
Lynchburg, Virginia. 
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Mr. Spencer’s mother lived with her son and his family in the manse in 
Ruston during the time he was pastor of our Church. 


Mr. and Mrs. Spencer were the parents of two children: — Sue Way 
Spencer who was born in Ruston on February 4, 1908, and Charles Sackett 
Spencer who was born in Claussen, South Carolina on November 28, 1911. 
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Sue is now the Director of the University of Tennessee School of 
Social Work, which is located in Nashville. (From 1938 to 1943 she taught 
in the Graduate School of Social Work at Louisiana State University). 


Charles is a Presbyterian Minister now in Glen Alpine, North Carolina. 
He is the Coordinator in the work of the First Larger Parish of Concord 
Presbytery. 

Charles’ wife is the former Mary Pope Murray who had lived in 
Edisto Island, South Carolina. 


Their four fine young sons are: — Arthur, Charles, Jr., Murray, and 
Dan, Ranging in age from 22 down to 11 years. 
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REV. JAMES BERRY CARPENTER 
Pastor - - - 1909-1912 
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From the minutes of the Session meeting of October 17, 1909 we quote 
this sentence: — 
“In accordance with action of a Congregational meeting 


held this day the Clerk was directed to make out a call 
for the pastoral services of Rev. J. B. Carpenter.” 


(Rev. Jasper K. Smith, D. D., a member of Presbytery’s Committee on 
Home Missions, informed us of the action of Presbytery in putting Winn- 
field Church in our group and making it thus self-sustaining. ) 


Dr. Carpenter preached his first sermon for this Church on Sunday, 
November 14, 1909. During that week he attended the meeting of Synod 
in Alexandria. On Sunday the 21st, he preached in Winnfield, and on the 
26th, 27th, and 28th in Alabama Church. 


On December 9th Dr. Carpenter notified Session of his acceptance of 
our call. 
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Dr. Carpenter was a native of Anderson County, South Carolina (Aug- 
ust 19, 1879). His parents were James B. Carpenter and Frances Elizabeth 
Mauldin Carpenter. 

He graduated from Presbyterian College of South Carolina in 1900, 
and from Louisville Presbyterian Theological Seminary in 1904. 

Dr. Carpenter served as pastor of a Church in Kansas City, Missouri, 
and later of a church in Lawson, Missouri. 

Before coming to Ruston he had been District Superintendent of Sun- 
day School and Young People’s work in Richmond, Virginia. 
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After leaving Ruston in July, 1912 he served the Central Church of 
Oklahoma City as stated supply one year. 

From Oklahoma City he went to Memphis, Tennessee where he was 


pastor of Evergreen Church from 1913 to 1927. In 1924 Southwestern Pres- 
byterian University conferred upon him the degree of Doctor of Divinity. 
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He was pastor of the Central Presbyterian Church in Mobile, Ala- 
bama from 1927 through 1948. 


He was pastor of the Presbyterian Church in Holly Springs, Mississippi 
from 1949 through 1956; and of the Church in Childersburg, Alabama 
from 1956 to 1957. ; 
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He was supplying the Presbyterian Church in Huntsville, Alabama 
when in June 1958 in an automobile accident, his earthly life, which was 
long and useful in the service of the Master, came to its close. 


His second wife, Mrs. Maibel Gregg Carpenter, was fatally injured 
with him in the automobile collision. 


His first wife, Mrs. Mary Linn Carpenter, died on July 3, 1936. 


Dr. Carpenter is survived by a daughter of his first wife, Mrs. Mary 
Pond, and their son, James B. Carpenter, Jr., who is a teacher in The Citadel 
in Charleston, South Carolina. And by two other step-daughters — Miss 
Sallie Howard and Miss Mary Howard. 


In July 1912, after Dr. Carpenter announced to the Congregation his 
plan to ask Presbytery to dissolve the pastoral relation with our Church, 
two interesting and unusual petitions were presented to him. 


The first read: — 


“We, the officers and members of Ruston Presbyterian Church and 
members of the Sunday School, in this way express to Mr. Carpenter our 
high esteem for him as a true minister of the Gospel, and our love for him 
as a Christian man and faithful pastor. We urge upon him the needs of our 
Church here; and his superior fitness for the work as manifested in the 
great success of his efforts thus far in his ministry among us. Believing 
there is yet a large work for him to do here, which cannot so well be done 
by another man, we offer our support and hearty cooperation in the work; 
for it is our earnest prayer, as a congregation, that he shall remain m Ruston 
as our beloved pastor and friend.” 


(This was signed by about 150 persons young and old). 


The other read: — 
“To Rev. J. B. Carpenter, 


“As citizens of Ruston, we wish to express to you our sincere regret at 
the prospect of your leaving our town. Your influence for good here is 
greater than you can know, and is deeply appreciated. 


“We take this opportunity of expressing the hope that you may be led 
to continue in your present field of usefulness.” 


(This was signed by about 80 of the leading citizens of the town, out- 
side of our Church, and originated with Mr. W. G. Hancock, a member of 
the Methodist E. Church.” ) 





REV. PIERRE DANIS 
Pastor - - - 1913-1918 
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The seventy-five years of Mr. Danis’ earthly life covered the years 
1870-1945. 


At the time of Mr. Danis’ death Rev. George Summey, a Presbyterian 
minister in New Orleans Presbytery, wrote for the press a sketch of his 
life and work. 


We are quoting this statement here as being quite suitable: — 


“Rev. Pierre Danis, pastor of the Jeanerette and Centerville Churches, 
New Orleans Presbytery, died Novmber 25, 1945, after a brief illness. He 
had preached the Sunday before in his churches from the text: “Watch 
therefore, for ye know not,” and had taken an active part in union Thanks- 
giving services four days before the Master called him home. 


“Mr. Danis was born in Lyons, France, December 2, 1870. He had a 
brother who mysteriously disappeared in that city when it was taken by the 
Axis army and who is believed to have been a victim of German atrocity. 
Mr. Danis was educated in the schools and the University of Lyons through 
a period of eleven years, followed by four more years in the Theological 
College of France. He was ordained to the priesthood in the Roman Catho- 
lic Church in 1895; came to America in 1896; became a naturalized citizen 
in 1903, and served as a priest in Lawrence, Massachusetts, until 1907. 
In 1908 he entered the University of Chicago chiefly to study English. He 
entered the Protestant ministry in 1909, preaching in Valentine, Nebraska, 
and came to New Orleans Presbytery in 1910. He preached at Centerville, 
Baldwin and Calumet until 1913, when he became pastor of the Ruston 
and Alabama churches. In 1918 he entered the service of his adopted 
country in YMCA work, and for some time taught French in the Base Hos- 
pitals at Houston and Fort Sill. In 1920 he accepted work in Oklahoma, 
but returned to New Orleans Presbytery in 1922, serving the Jeanerette 
and New Iberia churches, and shortly adding Centerville to his field. He 
served the New Iberia Church until 1940, and continued in the Jeanerette 
and Centerville Chuches until his death. 
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“Mr. Danis was a typical Frenchman in manner and speech, quick, 
alert, and tireless, but unlike many of his fellow countrymen, he was steady, 
not changeable, patient, modest, assiduous in his work and undertakings. 
He was wonderfully adapted to the work among the French-speaking 
people of southern Louisiana. He was greatly beloved by everybody with 
whom he came in contact. This was signally attested to by the great throngs 
that attended his double funeral at Jeanerette and Centerville, which in- 
cluded people of all faiths and their ministers. He was a man of great gifts 
and culture, and sweetness of character. 


“Mr. Danis was happily married in 1911 to Leila Atkinson Millard, 
who survives him. She is the gifted grand-daughter of the late Rev. C. M. 
Atkinson, for whom the Atkinson Memorial Church in Morgan City is 
named. 


“The funeral services were conducted by Rev. Allen Craft of New 
Iberia, assisted by the pastors of the Methodist and Baptist churches, and 
Rev. George Summey and Rev. J. N. Montgomery of the Presbytery of New 
Orleans. A number of ministers of New Orleans Presbytery attended the 
services. Mr. Craft used for the Scripture lesson and address the same text 
from which Mr. Danis had preached but eight days before.” 
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DR. SAMUEL EDGAR McFADDEN 
Pastor - - - 1919-1940 
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Dr. S. E. McFadden was born in Oakland, Tennessee on September 
16, 1886. His parents were Mr. William Steeie McFadden and Mrs. Alcie 
Ann Murray McFadden. 


He graduated from Southwestern Presbyterian University in Clarks- 
ville, Tennessee in 1911 with B. A. Degree, and from Louisville Pres- 
byterian Theological Seminary in 1914. 


Southwestern awarded him the degree of Doctor of Divinity in 1933. 
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On July 28, 1922 Dr. McFadden was married to Miss Lois Valeria Mc- 
Kinstry of Somerville, Tennessee. 


Their four children, two boys and two girls, all of whom were born in 
Ruston, are Edgar, James, Valeria and Betty Ann. Valeria is now Mrs. 
William Peters, whose husband is pastor of the Presbyterian Church in 
Graham, North Carolina. Betty Ann is the wife of Rev. Collier Harvey, 
who is pastor of the Waverly Hills Presbyterian Church in Kingsport, Ten- 
nessee. Edgar is a professor in the School of Agriculture in the University 
of Florida at Gainesville. James is a building contractor located in Corinth, 
Mississippi. 
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When the Laymen’s Association of Red River Presbytery was organized 
in 1918, an Evangelist or Superintendent of Home Missions was a natural 
requirement of the plan for church extension envisioned by this forward- 
looking organization of Presbyterian men. 


Rev. B. C. Bell, who had been pastor in McComb, Mississippi was ~ 
chosen as Presbyterial Evangelist. Ruston being a central point in the 
Presbytery, he and his family were located in our town, his address being 
at 400 North Vienna Street. 
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Mr. Bell was helpful to our Pulpit Committee in finding the minister 
our Church needed. On invitation issued to Rev. S. E. McFadden, who for 
five years had served the Church at Liberty, Mississippi, he visited our 
Church on the first Sunday in May, 1919. “He gave a fine representative 
congregation, largely composed of our own people, two excellent sermons.” 


The Congregation issued a call to Mr. McFadden, which after some 
deliberation he accepted, promising to come to Ruston to begin his pastor- 
ate.by the first Sunday in July. 


“The call was for all of his time at a salary of $1,800.00, payable month- 
ly, with the usual vacation of one month each year, with use of manse or 
its income.” 


This announcement in post card form was sent to members of the 
Congregation: — 


“We take pleasure in announcing to the members of the 
Ruston Presbyterian Church and their friends, the coming of our 
new pastor, Rev. S. E. McFadden. 


“His pastorate begins with the first Sunday in July. We hope 
that you will attend the services on that day, helping to extend to 
him a cordial welcome. 


“Mr. McFadden will devote his entire time to the work of this 
Church. We feel that our Church begins now a new era of useful- 
ness in the work of the Master. 


Sincerely yours, 
D. K. Brown, 
J. P. Graham, 
R. G. Null, 
D. M. Tomb, 
E. S. Jenkins, 
Pulpit Committee.” 
Ruston, La., June 30, 1919. 
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Dr. McFadden’s stay in Ruston, from July, 1919 to October, 1940, 
covering a period of twenty-one years, is the longest pastorate our Church 
has enjoyed in our 75 years. 


Dr. McFadden preached his farewell sermon on the subject — “FAC- 
ING THE FUTURE” on Sunday evening, September 30, 1940. This was a 
union service held at Trinity Methodist Church, and was attended by a 
crowded house of friends from all Ruston Churches. Ministers taking part 
in the service were: — Dr. Guy M. Hicks, Dr. W. E. B. Lockridge, Dr. 
A. S. Newman, and Dr. Robert W. Vaughan; organist, Mrs. S. L. White, 
and soloist Dr. W. R. Cline. 


Judge E. L. Walker, representing the Ruston Boy Scouts, presented to 
Dr. McFadden a plaque, in appreciation of his many services to the Boy 
Scouts of the Ruston District. 


The minutes of a Session meeting in September, 1940 include this 
statement: — 


“Dr. McFadden asked that we keep up the prayer meeting 
during the time we are without a pastor.” 
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Leaving Ruston in October, 1940, Dr. McFadden became pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church in Tupelo, Mississippi. He served the Tupelo 
Church until 1955, at which time he came back to Red River Presbytery, 
and is now pastor of the Alabama Church. 
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REV. HENRY WILLIS DARDEN 
Pastor - - - 1941-1943 


Mr. Darden was born in Centreville, Mississippi on November 3, 1903. 
His parents were Mr. A. J. Darden and Mrs. Cora Chisholm Darden. 
On April 15, 1937 he married Miss Ethel Freeland of Crowley, Louisi- 


ana. 

He received his college training at Mississippi State at Starkville and 
Southwestern Presbyterian University at Clarksville, Tennessee. 

His Seminary course was in Louisville Presbyterian Theological Sem- 
inary where he graduated in 1928. 

He was ordained on April 14, 1928 by Lafayette Presbytery, serving 
as pastor of the Church in Lamar, Missouri; and then at the Church in 
Stamps, Arkansas. 

Accepting a call to the First Presbyterian Church in Camden, Ark- 
ansas, he was pastor there from 1931 to 1941. 


On December 22, 1940 a Congregational meeting of Ruston Presby- 
terian Church voted unanimously in favor of calling Mr. Darden to come 


to Ruston as our pastor. 
Quoted here are the minutes of Session meeting held on Sunday morn- 
ing, March 16, 1941: — 
“A meeting of Session was held during morning worship on 
March 16, 1941. 
“Pastor-elect, Rev. Henry W. Darden, preached his first ser- 
mon of this pastorate to-day. There was a large congregation — a 
goodly number of people being seated in the Sunday - School 
auditorium. 


“Members of Session present were: — Rev. H. W. Darden, 
moderator, and elders, J. P. Graham, E. S. Jenkins, J. W. Evans, 
H. F. Schroeder, Z. J. Meadows, F. E. Monroe, and D. James. 
(Absent, R. G. Null). 


“The following persons were received into the membership 
of this Church by letter: — Mr. Jack Riser, Mrs. Jack Riser, Miss 
Carrie Bell Riser, and Miss Olive E. Riser from the Clay, Louisiana 
Methodist Church; and Henry G. Riser and Richard H. Riser 
from the Choudrant, Louisiana Methodist Church.” 
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Mr. Darden continued as our pastor until July 25, 1943, when he an- 
nounced his resignation to accept a call to the University Church in Baton 
Rouge. 


In another section of this historical sketch something will be recorded 
about the increase in enrollment in our Church; about ministers who have 
conducted special services in our Church; and about the general progress 
of the work. 
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REV. THOMAS McILWAINE DAVIS 
Pastor - - - 1944-1951 


Rev. Thomas M. Davis, a native of North Carolina, was born at Wax- 
haw on October 15, 1911. 


His parents were Mr. William Clinton Davis and Mrs. Metlow Biggers 
Davis. 

Mr. Davis graduated from Davidson College in Davidson, North Caro- 
lina with the B.A. degree; and in 1936 from Union Theological Seminary in 
Richmond, Virginia (B.D.). In 1948 he was awarded the Master of Theol- 
ogy degree from this Seminary. 

He was ordained by Birmingham Presbytery on July 28, 1936, and 
was pastor of the Ensley, Alabama, Presbyterian Church from 1936 to 1939. 

He was married on June 28, 1939 to Miss Mary Bailey Williams of 
Greensboro, North Carolina. 


Mr. Davis served as pastor of the Montevallo Presbyterian Church at 
Montevallo, Alabama from 1939 to 1944. 
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In July 1944 he accepted the call from our Church, arriving in Ruston 
early in August, 1944, and continued with us as our pastor until April, 1951. 


Mr. Davis’ first Sunday with our Church was the second Sunday in 
August, 1944. 


The full minutes of Session meeting on that day are recorded here: — 


“A meeting of Session of Ruston Presbyterian Church was held after 
the Sunday School hour on Sunday, August 13, 1944. 


“Present at the meeting were: — Rev. Thomas M. Davis, our new 
pastor, acting as moderator, and ruling elders — J. W. Evans, J. P. Graham, 
E. S. Jenkins, F. E. Monroe, R. G. Null, and H. F. Schroeder. (Absent, 
D. James). 


“The meeting was opened with prayer led by Mr. Davis. 
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“Mr. Davis told of the called meeting of Red River Presbytery to be 
held in our Church at 10 A.M. Tuesday, August 15; and plans for the in- 
stallation service were discussed. 


“On motion of Mr. Schroeder, seconded by Mr. Monroe, Session voted 
to recommend to Presbytery the date of Sunday, August 27 at the evening 
worship hour; and to leave entirely to Presbytery the selection of the 
commissioners to install Mr. Davis as pastor of Ruston Church. 


“Motion was carried to the effect that we resume mid-week prayer 
services beginning with the first Wednesday in September. 
“The meeting was closed with sentence prayers by all members pres- 


» 


ent. 
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Dorothy Davis, young daughter of Rev. and Mrs. Thomas M. Davis, 
came into the membership of this Church by profession of her faith on 
March 11, 1951. Three other girls, all members of the Sunday School — 
Mary Moore, Kitty Jenkins, and Patsy Kavanaugh — joined the Church 
on that. day. Dorothy’s little sister, Martha Murphy Davis, was baptised 
in the Church of the Covenant in Greensboro, North Carolina, by her 
grandfather, Rev. R. Murphy Williams who was assisted by her uncle, 
Rev. R. Murphy Williams, Jr., on April 25, 1948. Two little sons of Mr. 
and Mrs. Davis were baptised here; Thomas M. Davis, Jr., on April 24, 
1946, and Leslie Williams Davis on February 11, 1951. 


We quote several paragraphs from the minutes of Session meeting 
held on April 1, 1951: — 


“A meeting of Session was held at close of morning services on Sun- 
day, April 1, 1951. 


“William D. O’Neal came before Session offering himself as a candi- 
date for the ministry. After a satisfactory examination, Session approved 
him as a candidate for the ministry in the Southern Presbyterian Church. 


“The sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was observed at the morning 
service, with a large number of communicants present; this being the last 
service with Rev. Thomas M. Davis as pastor, the pastoral relation having 
been dissolved by Presbytery on March 29th.” 
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Leaving Ruston in April 1951, Mr. Davis became pastor of the Canal 
Street Presbyterian Church in New Orleans. He continued with the Canal 
Street Church until January, 1956, when he accepted the work in which he 
is now engaged as General Secretary of the Presbytery of Albemarle. His 
address is 410 Pitt Street, Greenville, North Carolina. 
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DR. HENRY HOWARD THOMPSON 
Pastor - - - 1951-1956 


Dr. H. H. Thompson is a native of Winston County , Mississippi. 


His parents were William Young Thompson and Mrs. Eliza Brice Ste- 
wart Thompson. 


Dr. Thompson, a graduate of Southwestern Presbyterian University at 
Clarksville, Tennessee, received three degrees from that Institution — B.A. 
and M.A. in 1908 and 1909; and the Doctor of Divinity degree in 1920. His 
theological course was in Louisville Presbyterian Theological Seminary, 
where he graduated in 1912. 


He did post-graduate work at New College of the University of Edin- 
burgh, Scotland. 
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Dr. Thompson was licensed in October, 1913 by Central Mississippi 
Presbytery, and was stated supply at French Camp, Mississippi and prin- 
cipal of French Camp Academy from 1913 through 1915. 


He was ordained by Mississippi Presbytery in November, 1915; became 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church in Natchez, Mississippi in 1915, 
serving there through 1921. 


He married Miss Frances Ellzey of Natchez on June 20, 1917. 


He was pastor of the First Presbyterian Church in Baton Rouge from 
1922 through 1930, and was pastor of the First Presbyterian Church in 
Bristol, Tennessee during the years 1930 to 144. 


In June 1944 he became Secretary of Evangelism for the Southern 
Presbyterian Church with headquarters in Atlanta, Georgia. In ,this work 
he visited churches in all sections of our Assembly. He continued in this 
important position until 1951, when he accepted the call of Ruston Church, 
effective on December Ist of that year. 


In the Ruston Daily Leader of November 29, 1951, Rev. D. L. O'Neal, 
Superintendent of Home Missions for Red River Presbytery, is quoted as 
saying — 
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“Dr. Thompson's acceptance of the leadership in the Ruston 
Presbyterian Church has been received with much joy in the local 
Church, the Presbytery and the Svnod. Being located in the center 
of Red River Presbytery, his influence will be felt throughout the 
length and breadth of our territory.” 


Dr. and Mrs. Thompson visited our Church in mid-September; and on 
Sunday morning September, 16, Dr. Thompson preached for us, and dur- 
ing the worship hour administered to Randel Stevens Stringer the sacra- 
ment of baptism. The child’s mother is the former Jane Post. 
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Having arrived in Ruston and making the manse their home, Dr. 
Thompson preached in the church to a large congregation on Sunday, De- 
cember 2. 


On Sunday evening December 16, he was installed as our pastor by a 
commission from Red River Presbytery composed of — Rev. D. L. O’Neal, 
Rev. John W. Davis, Rev. O. M. Anderson, C. B. Haddon, J. H. Nelson, and 
Leonard H. Jenkins.

At the morning and evening services on September 30, 1956 — the last 
Sunday of Dr. Thompson’s pastorate with our Church — a total of twenty- 
two persons united with the Church — thirteen by profession of faith, and 
nine by letter or re-affirmation of their faith. 
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In leaving Ruston Dr. Thompson had accepted the invitation to be- 
come director of Evangelism for the Synod of North Carolina. He con- 
tinued in this work until June 1, 1959 when, having accepted the call, he 
became Associate Minister of the First Presbyterian Church of Raleigh, 
North Carolina. 
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Dr. and Mrs. Thompson are the parents of two sons and a daughter. 
The daughter, Mary Frances, is Mrs. Frederic W. Wightman who resides 
in Princeton, New Jersey. 

The elder son is Mr. H. H. Thompson, Jr., who lives in New York City 


and is associated with the New York Times. 


The younger son, Dr. W. Y. Thompson, lives in Ruston. He is an asso- 
ciate professor in the department of Social Sciences of the School of Arts 
and Sciences at Louisiana Polytechnic Institute; his subject being history. 





REV. JAMES WADSWORTH LIPSCOMB 
Pastor - - - 1957- 


Rev. James W. Lipscomb is a native of Mississippi, being a son of Rev. 
T. H. Lipscomb of the North Mississippi Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South. 


He finished his High School studies in West Point, Mississippi. 


Mr. Lipscomb is a graduate of Hampden-Sydney College in Hampden- 
Sydney, Virginia, receiving the AB degree. (This old Presbyterian College 
was founded on January 1, 1776). 


He received the Bachelor of Divinity and Master of Sacred Theology 
degrees from Faith Theological Seminary in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 


His first pastorate was with Grace Presbyterian Church in Barrington, 
New Jersey, where he served for five years — from 1939 to 1944. 


From 1945 through 1951 he served as Chaplain in the U. S. Navy Re- 
serves (later USN). 


For five years, 1951 through 1955, he was pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church in Philadelphia, Mississippi. 
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Mr. Lipscomb had been serving for two years as Assistant to the Pres- 
ident of Belhaven College in Jackson, Mississippi, when our Pulpit Com- 
mittee in the spring of 1957 found him, and decided to recommend to our 
Congregation that he be called to become our pastor. 


Quoting the minutes of a Session meeting and Congregational meeting 
will tell how this was done: — 


“The Session of Ruston Presbyterian Church met at the Church at 
10:45 o'clock, Sunday morning, March 24, 1957. 


“Present, visiting minister, Rev. Dr. Ernest D. Holloway, and 
elders — Henry Schroeder, Douglas Jenkins, Frank Monroe, Wil- 
burn Evans, George Land, John Graham, Moreland Lewis, Aylmer 
Post, Roderick Duchesne, and Leslie Ledbetter. 
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“The meeting was opened with prayer led by Dr. Holloway. 


“Henry Schroeder, moderator pro tem, was elected to call to order 
the Congregational meeting schduled for this morning at close of worship 
hour. 


“Douglas Jenkins, on request, told something of the order of conduct- 
ing a congregational meeting which has been called for the purpose of 
calling a pastor. 


“Session agreed by common consent that it would be appropriate to 
have the call to a pastor signed by the heads of several departments of the 


Church. 


“Douglas Jenkins then Jed the Session in prayer before we all went 
into the morning worship service. 


“After the Sermon, the Congregational meeting was called to order by 
Henry Schroeder; the meeting was opened with prayer by Dr. Holloway; 
Dr. Holloway was elected Moderator of the meeting and John Graham 
was elected clerk. 


“A report of the Pulpit Committee was made by Alex T. Hunt, recem- 
mending for pastor of our church Rev. James W. Lipscomb of Jackson, 
Mississippi. Mr. Hunt placed in nomination the name of Mr. Lipscomb, and 
the Congregation voted unanimously in his favor. 


“On motion of Leslie Ledbetter with second by Henry Schroeder these 
six members of the Congregation were elected to sign a call to Mr. Lips- 
comb: — H. F. Schroeder, moderator pro tem of the Session; S. X. Lewis, 
chairman of the Board of Deacons; R. C. Duchesne, assistant superintend- 
ent of the Sunday School; Dr. W. Y. Thompson, president of the Men-of- 
the-Church; Mrs. C. E. Barham, president of the Women-of-the-Church; 
Johnny Gullatt, moderator of the Westminister Fellowship. 


“The members of the Pulpit Committee, by vote of the Congregation, 
were named to present the call to Presbytery. These members are: — Alex 
T. Hunt, Moreland Lewis, Dr. D. M. Hall, Mrs. Louise Richardson, and 
Mrs. Norman K. Kavanaugh. 


“The meeting was closed with the benediction.” 
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Agreeing to accept the call of our Church, Mr. Lipscomb could not 
meve to Ruston until the first of June — after the close of the schools in 
Jackson, and the termination of his contract with Belhaven College. How- 
ever, he did drive over from Jackson on Saturdays, and preached for us 
on three Sundays during the month of May. 


Before the first Sunday in June he and his family had moved and were 
making their home in the manse at 412 South Bonner Street. 


Mrs. Lipscomb is the former Barbara Anne Bigelow of Northboro, 
Massachusetts.

Our First Church Building 


After five vears and three months, during which time our Congregation 
had enjoyed the use of the Baptist Church building for our monthly serv- 
ices, on February 9, 1890, we had our first service in our own new Presby- 
terian church building. 

The sermon was preached by Rev. James A. McLees; and after the 
service the Session met and received two new members: — Edwin Coe 
and Mrs. Auline Johnson McCranie. 


The building had been constructed by contractor Robert M. Gramb- 
ling; and having been paid for in full, the Dedication Services were held 


’ 


on Easter Sunday, April 6, 1890, during Red River Presbytery’s first meet- 
ing with our Church. 


The service is described in the Session record book in this way: — 


“The Ruston Presbyterian Church was dedicated to the worship of 
Almighty God to-day, Sabbath, April 6, 1890. 


“The following was the order of exercises: — 
“The Congregation stood and sang — 


“Praise God from who all blessings flow; 
Praise Him, all creatures here below, 
Praise Him above ye heavenly host, 
Praise Father, Son, and Holy Ghost.” 
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“The choir led in the singing with Miss Florence Hodge at the organ. 
“Invocation by Rev. J. T. Sailes. 
*Hymn 119 was announced by Rev. Cyrus Harrington. 


Scripture Lesson: I Kings 8 chapter from the 12th to the 43rd verse 
inclusive by Rev. W. D. Spurlin. 


Dedication Prayer — by Rev. J. A. McLees. 
Sermon — by Rev. J. T. Sailes — Text Psalm 45:2.

History of the Church, and the building of the Church, Rev. J. A.

(Back in 1934, Mrs. McLees told this writer that Dr. Matthew Van 
Lear of the First Presbyterian Church in Shreveport was scheduled to 
preach this dedication sermon, but was called home on Saturday, before 
the day set for the dedication service. Mr. Sailes being called on at short 
notice, sat up all night to prepare the sermon. Mrs. McLees recalled it as 
a fine sermon. )

Our Congregation worshiped in this building during the remaining 
years of Mr. McLees’ ministry; and during the years our Church was 
served by Rev. F. L. Allen, Rev. S. Wood Brown, Mr. Frank L. Delaney, 
and Rev. A. E. Spencer. 
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During the pastorate of Mr. Brown the building was improved by the 
addition of two rooms — one for a beginners’ classroom and the other for 
the pastor's study. Also one of the rooms just off the entrance vestibule was 
fitted for a classroom: the other being used for a storage room for the 
janitor. The interior had been papered in good taste, and the exterior of 
the building painted gray trimmed with white, and with green blinds. 
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201 South Farmerville Street 


During the years of Mr. McLees’ stay in Ruston he made his home at 
201 South Farmerville Street. The house belonged to Dr. W. S. Kendall 
whose first wife, Mrs. Sarah A. Calhoun Kendall, was a close relative of 
Mrs. McLees. 


The picture shown above is the same location but a remodeled house. 
Even the Sycamore tree in the front yard has changed in appearance. 





1001 North Trenton Street 


While Rev. Frank L. Allen was minister here, he lived in the house 
at 1001 North Trenton Street. 


This is now the home of Mr. and Mrs. John W. Cheatwood. 
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Manse at 1102 North Vienna Street 


During the pastorate of Mr. Brown, in 1903, Judge N. M. Smith gave to 
the Congregation a lot 150 feet front by 300 feet deep at 1102 North Vienna 
Street for the location of a manse. The ladies of the Church raised the 
money and during that year a home for the minister was built on that lot. 


In this manse, the first to bé owned by our Church, Mr. and Mrs. 
Brown made their home during the remaining years of his pastorate in 
Ruston. 


Mr. and Mrs. A. E. Spencer lived in this manse during the years he 
served as our pastor. And there they were visited by his cousins, Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilson Spencer Way and their little daughter, Sue Spencer Way, 
from Guatemala City, Central America. 


In 1911, during the pastorate of Rev. J. B. Carpenter, this residence 
was sold to Mr. Edwin G. Wood, but was returned to the Congregation in 
1916 and was then sold to Mr. J. L. Fletcher. It is now the property of Miss 
Willie Fletcher. 
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412 South Bonner Street 


In 1913 just before the coming of Rev. Pierre Danis, a residence at 412 
South Bonner Street was purchased for our use as a manse. For this house 
and lot we paid Mrs. R. M. Hardy $1,500.00. The lot measured 75 by 150 
feet. 
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From the time of Rev. A. E. Spencer’s leaving in late July, 1908, up to 
the coming of Rev. J. B. Carpenter in November, 1909, our Church was 


without a pastor. . 


On Saturday morning about five o'clock, February 20, 1909, our “church 
building was discovered to be on fire and within a very short time the 
entire structure was consumed, including the organ, furniture, and books 
of the Church, Sunday School and pastor’s library. There had been no fire 
in the church for a week and the origin of the fire is a mystery.” 


The pastor’s library, mentioned in this quotation from church records, 
had been donated to the Church by Rev. S. Wood Brown. 


On the day after this disastrous fire the officers of the Church gained 
permission of the Methodist Protestant Church to use their building which 
for some time they had not been using. Without missing a single Sunday 
the Sunday School held its meetings in this building during the spring 
and summer of that year. The location of their building was at 107 South 
Vienna Street. 
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Christian Church Building at 105 South Bonner Street

During the following autumn the Sunday School was given the priv- 


ilege of using the Christian Church building, which was located at 105 
South Bonner Street. 





Our second church building, purchased from the First Baptist Church 
in 1910 - - - 212 North Bonner Street 
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In the month that Dr. J. B. Carpenter came as our pastor, our Church 
bought from the First Baptist Church their building, with all the furniture, 
for the sum of $1,850.00. This building was located at our present site on 
the corner of North Bonner Street and East Alabama Avenue. In 1910 the 
Trustees of the Church bought from Judge J. B. Holstead the two lots just 
south of the church for $900.00. This made the property 120 feet front by 
100 feet deep. 
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In 1911 the Congregation appointed a committee composed of Colonel 
W. R. Lyman, John P. Graham, David James, Mrs. N. B. Null, Mrs. L. C. 
Gahagan, and Mrs. J. A. Cleaton to raise the money necessary and to super- 
vise the redecorating of the building. The upper part of the belfry was 
removed, and the bell was sold to the colored Baptist Church. The build- 
ing was recovered, repainted, and repapered, and the windows decorated, 
at a cost of $675.80. ° 


The old church lot on East Mississippi Avenue was sold to Mr. J. L. 
Cargill in 1911 for $350.00. 
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Our Congregation worshiped in this remodeled and redecorated frame 
building through the years of the pastorates of Dr. Carpenter and Mr. 
Danis; also through the early years of Dr. McFadden’s ministry here. Dr. 
McFadden came to our church on July 4, 1919; and on September 25, 1921 
the Congregation met for the purpose of discussing the advisability of build- 
ing a new church. The Congregation voted to enter a campaign for build- 
ing. The officers of the Church met the following Wednesday night and 
decided to make a canvass of the members of the Church and our friends 
in town. Something over $25,000.00 was pledged, and the officers felt that 
we should proceed with plans for building. 


A congregational meeting was held on February 12, 1922 and Mr. D. 
K. Brown was elected chairman of the building committee, with authority 
to name the other committee members. Mr. Brown appointed John P. 
Graham, David James, Mrs. E. A. Epps, and Mrs. W. C. Simonton to serve 
with him. The committee accepted the plans submitted by Mr. C. E. 
Olschner, architect, of Shreveport. The contract was let to Mr. C. C. Davis 
of Ruston for $32,500.00, he agreeing to take the old building at an allow- 
ance of $500.00. The Congregation worshiped the last time in the old church 
on Sunday, December 10, 1922.

During the time the new building was being constructed the Congrega- 
tion worshiped in the club house of the Woman’s Culture Club. The Club 
kindly extended us this favor without cost. 
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New Building at 212 North Bonner Street

The new building was completed in June 1924, and the Congregation 
gathered for the first time to worship in this new church home on Sunday, 
June 15, 1924. The first sermon in this new house of worship was preached 
by Rev. Fred L. McFadden, a brother of our pastor. 


This building when completed and furnished including the $3,500.00 
Mohler pipe organ, cost a little more than $40,000.00. 


This quotaton from Session minutes refers to the dedication of our 
new church building: 


“The Session met at close of morning worship on June 4, 1939, 
with the following members present: 


S. E. McFadden, Moderator; Elders D. James, 
E. S. Jenkins, H. F. Schroeder and J. P. Graham 


“Plans for the dedication of our new building were discussed. 


“A committee composed of H. F. Schroeder, J. P. Graham and 
E. S. Jenkins was appointed to write a letter and have printed suf- 
ficient copies to mail to each member of the Church and others 
contributing to the building fund, inviting them to be present at 
the dedication services to be held at eleven o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing, July 2, 1939. 


“The clerk pro tem of Session was requested to address a letter 
to each of the daughters and the son of Mrs. M. E. McLees (J. A.) 
expressing appreciation of their generous gift in her name to the 
Ministers Annuity Fund and to our local Church building fund. 


“The meeting was closed with prayer by Dr. McFadden.” 
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The debt on our church building had been paid in full, and the mort- 
gage note cancelled on the records of the Clerk of Court in Lincoln Parish. 
Then on July 2, 1939, the Church building was dedicated to the Worship 
of our God.

New Manse built in 1933. 


In 1933, twenty years after the house on South Bonner Street was pur- 
chased, the old manse was sold and moved away, and on the same lot a 
more suitable modern manse was built at a cost of $4,300.00. This project 
was approved by a Congregational meeting held on July 23, 1933. Mr. C. C. 
Davis, a member of the Congregation, was the contractor in charge of con- 
struction. The building committee was composed of John P. Graham, A. E. 
Phillips, R. G. Null, Frank Bogard, Mrs. Harry Howard and Mrs. J. A. 
Cleaton. 


Mr. McFadden was a valuable aid to the committee in helping with 
plans and with purchasing materials. The ladies of the Church did splendid 
work in securing funds. The Church greatly appreciated the work given 
by men of the Burgessville community. 
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The manse as it appears in 1959. 


At a Congregational meeting held on Sunday, December 5, 1943, the 
Congregation voted unanimously in favor of buying the house and two 
town lots adjoining the church on the east, for the sum of $3,500.00. The 
house was a two-story dwelling and the lots measured 100 feet on Alabama 
Avenue and 120 feet deep. This doubled the size of our lots, making a 
total of 120 feet frontage on Bonner Street by 200 feet on Alabama Avenue. 


While this purchase was made at a time when we were without a 
pastor, we did have the purchase under consideration — at a larger figure — 
while Rev. H. W. Darden was with us. 


At a Congregational meeting held on Sunday morning, October 29, 
1944, the Congregation voted in favor of selling for $665.00 cash, the two- 
story building located on the lot just east of our church building. 


Several months prior to this date Rev. Thomas M. Davis had become 
our pastor. 
In November, 1944 our Board of Trustees sold to Rowland Reed Portis, 


a resident of Caddo Parish, for the sum of $400.00 the lot in Shreveport 
which we had owned since 1916. 


Our Church came into possession of this lot as a part of the price at 
which we sold the residence at 1102 North Vienna Street. 
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Early in Dr. Thompson’s pastorate in our Church at a congregational 
meeting held on October 12, 1952, a report of the building committee was 
approved: the report calling for the enlarging of our facilities, particularly 
as needed by the growing Sunday School. 


The plans of the architects called for a one-story addition to the build- 
ing providing for class rooms for Nursery, Beginners, Primaries and Juniors; 
for a Couples’ Class Room and a room for the library. 
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Provision was made for the Louisiana Tech Class, the Senior High 
Class and the Intermediates in the second story above the Sunday School 
auditorium. 


An improved arrangement of the choir space was made, and additional 
pews were placed in the main auditorium. 


The entire building was air conditioned for both summer and winter. 


The entire cost of the improvements as provided was approximately 
$100,000.00. We borrowed $55,000.00 to complete payment to the contrac- 
tors — Lincoln Builders. 


This debt has now been reduced to $9,000.00. 


In January, 1952, soon after the coming of Dr. Thompson as our pastor, 
Session discussed the idea of more stained glass windows similar to the 
one provided in 1950 by Mrs. Townsend’s Sunday School Class. (The Dor- 
cas Class). 


One other window was given by the Dorcas Class in 1952; the Bible 
reference on this window being — Luke 2:15-17. (The text on the 1950 
window is Luke 1:28-31). 


All other Memorial Windows were paid for by relatives and friends; 
and were in memory of these fine Christian friends of earlier days:

Two beautiful memorial windows were installed in 1924: 


One to Newton McKay Smith, and — (our first elder) 
Mrs. Anna Calhoun Smith. — (Mrs. N. M. Smith) 
The large one over the main entrance to 
Rev. James Andrew McLees — (our first pastor) 
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At a Congregational meeting on July 21, 1957, which was moderated by 
Rev. J. W. Lipscomb, the Congregation voted in favor of buying from 
Thomas Lewis and Mrs. Savery Lewis Nash a strip of land 25 feet by 150 
feet bordering our manse property on the north, at a purchase price of 
$1,000.00. ($40.00 per front foot). 


Acting on this authority, the Board of Trustees met and authorized the 
vice-president and the secretary of the Board to consummate the purchase. 


After this new property had been surveyed and the lines established 
by Mr. U. S. Roane, who is the official Parish surveyor, an attractive and 
durable fence was built along the north and west lines of this property.

“At the request of Session, this letter was read to the assembled Con- 
gregation, and after the service was signed by a large number of the 
officers and other members of the Church.” 


Some days later a very cordial letter was received from Bill. 


Since 1947 Bill's parents, Dr. and Mrs. D. L. O'Neal have lived in 
Ruston at the manse of Presbytery’s Director of Church Extension, 600 
South Trenton Street. 


Bill is now pastor of the new Broadmoor Presbyterian Church in Baton 
Rouge.

In the year 1900, after the death of our first pastor, Professor Carvil H. 
Carson, who was a science teacher at Louisiana Industrial Institute (Lou- 
isiana Tech), supplied our pulpit on a number of occasions. His services to 
our Church were quite satisfactory and were appreciated. Mr. Carson was 
a member of Trinity Methodist Church in Ruston. 
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— Mr. Frank Lee Delaney — 


In the summer of 1906 before the coming of Rev. A. E. Spencer, Mr. 
Frank L. Delaney supplied our Church from June 24 through September 
16. He had graduated from King College in Bristol, Tennessee, and had 
finished his first year in Seminary. 


After the summer with our Church he returned to Union Theological 
Seminary in Richmond, Virginia where he graduated in 1908. 


He served as pastor of churches in Virginia, in Missouri, and in Arkan- 
sas. J 


During the time of World War I, he was active in YMCA work. 
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— Rev. Robert W. Vaughan — 


For six months, from October 1, 1940 through March, 1941, Dr. 
Vaughan preached for us each Sunday. This was after Dr. McFadden left 
and until the coming of Mr. Darden. Dr. Vaughan was a helpful friend to 
our Church on various other occasions. He was for many years Superin- 
tendent of the Louisiana Methodist Children’s Home here in Ruston. 


Read this short quotation from the minutes of Session under date of 
April 6, 1941: — 


“A resolution was offered by R. G. Null, expressing the love 
of the members of Session for Dr. R. W. Vaughan and their appre- 
ciation of his very helpful and excellent service to this Church and 
congregation as supply-pastor, during the several months between 
Dr. McFadden’s leaving and the coming of Mr. Darden; also for 
a like service he rendered this congregation twenty-one years ago 
under similar circumstances. This resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 
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“Elders Graham, Jenkins and Schroeder were appointed to 
convey to Brother Vaughan this expression.” 
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— Rev. Frantz O. Lund — 


Chaplain Frantz O. Lund, a Lutheran minister who during World War 
II was Chaplain at the Prisoner of War Camp located five miles west of 
Ruston, did our Church a fine service. Beginning the first Sunday in Janu- 
ary, 1944, he preached for our Congregation every Sunday until the com- 
ing of Rev. Thomas M. Davis in August of that year. 


Under date of August 4, 1944 this letter of appreciation was mailed: — 
“Dear Captain Lund; 


“We as a Church are greatly indebted to you. You came to us when 
we were in need; and although your duties at the Prisoner of War Camp 
have prevented your doing pastoral work, you have in reality been a pastor 
to us through your spiritual leadership at the Sunday services. 


“We came early to recognize your genuinenes and to appreciate you 
and love you for your fine spirit of friendliness and devotion to the cause 
of the Master. 


“We hope you will in the future be with us as often as you can. 


“Please accept the enclosed check as in a measure expressing our ap- 
preciation and friendship.” 


(Signed: Committee, for Ruston Presbyterian Church.) 
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— Mr. Arthur Strickland — 


Leslie Webb, while a student in Austin Seminary, owned an airplane 
and on week-ends, would bring Seminary students to Red River Presbytery 
to preach in vacant churches on Sundays. Early in the summer of 1951, 
Arthur Strickland, a rising Senior at Seminary, came to Ruston and supplied 
our pulpit through the summer until the beginning of the autumn semester 
at Austin. 


After graduation he accepted the call of the Church at Tallulah, Lou- 
isiana. He continued as pastor there until December, 1957, when he ac- 
cepted a call to the First Presbyterian Church in Odessa, Texas. 


His work in our Church here in Ruston was highly appreciated. 
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— Rev. William C. Sistar — 


During the months of November and December, 1956 and January, 
1957, Rev. William C. Sistar served as our supply preacher. At the time 
he was employed with Synod’s Child Care Committee with headquarters 
in Baton Rouge. His making the trip to Ruston for these Sunday preaching 
services was a real help to our Church, and his sermons were appreciated. 


Mr. Sistar was formerly Superintendent of the Palmer Home in Co- 
lumbus, Mississippi. He is now pastor of the Church in Warner Robins, 
Georgia.

The first evangelistic services in our Church were conducted by Rev. 
Cyrus Harrington in March, 1887. He was with us again in November, 1888 
for a series of services. Mr. Harrington was at the time Evangelist for the 
Presbytery and was making his home at Mansfield. 


In November, 1894, Rev. J. M. Shive, who was Svnodical Evangelist, 
preached for us in a three days series of services — Friday night through 


Sabbath night. 


Earlier in the autumn of 1894 our Church had participated in Union 
Evangelistic services which were held in the Baptist Church with an evang- 
elist by the name of Morphis doing the preaching. 
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Another series of services during the pastorate of Mr. McLees was in 
the early days of December, 1896. Rev. W. D. Morton served in this “pro- 
traced meeting” in a really helpful manner. He was at that time Evangelist 
for the Synod of Mississippi. (Red River Presbytery was a part of that 
Synod, the Synod of Louisiana not having yet been established). 


During each of these services several persons came into the member- 


ship of the Church. 
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While Mr. Spencer was pastor, Rev. W. H. Richardson, who was evang- 
elist for our Presbytery, preached for us in a series of services. 


During the pastorate of Mr. Brown, two series of services were held; 
Rey. W. D. Spurlin of Monroe, Louisiana and Rev. J. C. Barr of New Or- 
leans doing the preaching. 


Dr. C. S. Newman of Monroe preached in a series of services while 
Dr. Carpenter was here. 


In the latter part of October, 1913, soon after the coming of Rev. 
Pierre Danis, Rev. C. S. Huffman of Mansfield came to Ruston and gave 
us an eight day series of services. 


In the early summer of 1917 our Church participated in union evang- 
elistic services. Rev. Thurston B. Price of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South was the preacher. He was ably assisted by his musicians, Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas. The services were held in a tent on the school grounds at 
the 400 block of North Trenton Street. Following that meeting twenty-one 
new members were received into our Church by profession of faith and 
two by letter. 


Four months before the coming of Dr. S. E. McFadden a series of 
evangelistic sermons by Rev. B. C. Bell, the newly installed Evangelist for 
Red River Presbytery, proved helpful to our members. Dr. Bell preached 
again in a later meeting with Dr. McFadden. 


During Dr. McFadden’s pastorate several other series of evangelistic 
services were quite helpful to our congregation and friends: — 


Dr. H. H. Thompson of Baton Rouge was with us one week in March, 
1926, and again in July, 1935. 
Dr. Charles E. Guice of Camden, Arkansas preached for us in a meet- 
ing in July, 1929. 
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Dr. Jasper K. Smith of Shreveport conducted services in our church 
during one week in April, 1932; and in April, 1933, Rev. John Millard of 
Belcher, Louisiana preached in a similar meeting. 


For one week, beginning on October 26, 1936, Dr. Wade H. Boggs, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church in Shreveport, preached for us 
a series of evangelistic sermons. 
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In March, 1939, we were pleased to have with us one of our former 
pastors, Rev. James B. Carpenter, who at that time was pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian Church in Mobile, Alabama. 


On Sunday, March 24, 1940, following a week of pre-Easter sermons 
by Dr. McFadden, fourteen young people, all of whom were members of 
the Sunday School were received into the membership of the Church on 
profession of their faith. 


Our Church participated in three union evangelistic meetings during 
Dr. McFadden’s pastorate. In two of these meetings Rev. John Brown of 
Siloam Springs, Arkansas was the evangelist. In the third series which was 
several years later, the preacher was Rev. Howard Williams of Meridan, 
Mississippi. Mr. and Mrs. Loren G. Jones, with their music, were a great 
help in the success of the John Brown meetings. 
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In 1943 while Mr. Darden was our pastor, four days of Foreign Mis- 
sions services were held here, with the preaching by Dr. Egbert W. Snith, 
Assembly’s Secretary of Foreign Missions. 


Twice during the pastorate of Mr. Davis we had the privilege of a 
week of inspiring sermons by Rev. Frank Crossley Morgan; in October, 1946 
and in October, 1950. 


A series of services from November, 14 through 19 in 1948 with sermons 
by Rev. W. A. Alexander, pastor of the First Presbyterian Church in 
Shreveport, proved a blessing to our members. 


During Dr. Thompson's ministry in our Church we appreciated evang- 
elistic servicés with sermons by Dr. James Moody McDill who is pastor of 
the Fondren Presbyterian Church in Jackson, Mississippi. He was with us 
one week in March, 1955; and again in April, 1956. In April, 1954, Dr. 
Thompson preached in a week of evangelistic services ending on Easter 
Sunday, the 19th. There were fourteen new members received. 
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For 1959 we are counting on having with us for a series of revival 
services Rev. Donald C. Graham, pastor of the McIlwain Memorial Pres- 
byterian Church of Pensacola, Florida. The dates approved are Monday 
the 5th through Sunday the 11th of October.

The Ruston Church has been privileged to have three annual meet- 
ings of the Synod of Louisiana held in our church. 
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The first of these was in 1911. 
Dr. J. B. Carpenter was our pastor at that time. 


The moderator of that meeting of Synod was Rev. George Summey, 
D.D. of New Orleans.

In 1924, while Dr. S. E. McFadden was our pastor, and our present 
church building had just recently been completed, Synod met with us 
again. The moderator of that meeting was Rev. W. McF. Alexander, D.D. 
of New Orleans. 
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The third meeting of Synod in our church was in 1956 with Rev. Claude 
D. Wardlaw, D.D. of Lake Charles as moderator. Dr. H. H. Thompson 
was our pastor at that time. 
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Meetings in Ruston 


The first meeting of Red River Presbytery in our church was in April, 
1890. 


Rev. James Thomas Sailes was moderator of the meeting. Our first 
church building was dedicated during that meeting of Presbytery. 


Presbytery has met in our church a number of times through the years; 
both in regular meetings, and in called and adjourned meetings. 


The most recent meeting of Presbytery here was on January 14, 1954. 


WOMEN OF THE CHURCH 


In the early years of our Church the Women called their organization 
“The Ladies’ Aid Society.” This organization had its beginning sometime 
before our first building was erected in 1890. 


A group of women were active in securing funds for a building sev- 
eral years before the actual construction began. 


The first members of the ladies’ Aid Society were Mrs. Narcissa Cole- 
man (A. F.), President, Mrs. Belle Howard Mayfield (A. H.), Secretary- 
Treasurer, Mrs. Margaret T. Null (N. B.), Mrs. Gertrude Howard May- 
field (J. E.), and Mrs. Ada Jackson Van Hook (Will). The first three of 
these were charter members of the Church. The other two joined the 
Church by letter in 1887. 


When our first church building was completed and was first occupied 
on Sunday, February 9, 1890, the Ladies’ Aid Society began holding their 
meetings once each month. 


During the pastorate of Rev. S. W. Brown they began having two 
meetings each month — one for a business program and the other for a 
missionary program: and they changed the name to the “Ladies’ Aid and 
Missionary Society.” 


In April, 1911 while Dr. J. B. Carpenter wis our pastor, representatives 
from all the Ladies’ Missionary Societies in the Presbytery were invited to 
Ruston for the purpose of forming a Presbytery-wide Society. This resulted 
in the formation of the Red River Presbyterial Auxiliary. Our Ruston 
Society then adopted the name of “The Woman’s Auxiliary.” 


In 1919 soon after the coming of Dr. S. E. McFadden, the plan for 
meetings each week was adopted. 


Since 1949 the name has been “Women of the Church.” 


The Women of the Church, as a unit as well as the various Circles, 
have been deeply interested in the advancement of the Kingdom of our 
Lord, here at home and throughout the whole world. 


We list here the names of the women who through the years have 
served as president of the Women’s organization — The Ladies’ Aid, The 
Auxiliary, or the Women of the Church. Many of these have served two- 
year terms. Many others might be named who have given loyal and de- 
voted service.

The Laymen’s Association of Red River Presbytery held their first 
annual meeting in 1919 at the First Presbyterian Church in Shreveport. 
Mr. W. F. Taylor of Shreveport was president of the Association that year 
and for five succeeding years. 


The Association’s first meeting with Ruston Church was in 1921. 
Their annual meetings have been in our Church in four other years: in 
1927 with John Jenkins of Shreveport as president; in 1931 with William 
Steen of Shreveport as president; in 1934 with John Graham of Ruston as 
president; and in 1946 with George Nicol of Ruston as president. 
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In recent years, since Camp Alabama along with Alabama Church has 
developed into such a fine meeting place, the Association has what seems 
to be a fixed habit of meeting with the Alabama Church. 


The men of our Church were among the earliest to enter into an organ- 
ization of their own. The date of our organization was January, 1923. Dur- 
ing the thirty-six years since that date our men have enjoyed monthly pro- 
grams (as a rule twelve each year) on Chuch related subjects. Sometimes 
visiting speakers are invited and often our own men present the programs. 


Our Ruston Men of the Church contribute at the present time (1959) 
two hundred dollars a year to the work of the Laymen’s Association of our 
Presbytery. The funds of the Association are used for helping with the 
Church Extension work in our Presbytery, and to help in developing and 
maintaining the Camp Alabama.

During the pastorate of Rev. S. W. Brown, in the year 1904, Mr. and 
Mrs. Brown led in establishing the first organizations for young folks. These 
were the Covenanters’ Band for boys and the Miriams for girls. 


In the summer of 1906, while Mr. Frank L. Delaney was our summer 
supply preacher, the Young People’s Society of Christian Endeavor was or- 
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ganized in our Church. This society was planned especially for the older 
young people of the Church, and for many years was quite useful in the 
life of the Church. 


Both the Christian Endeavor Society and the Junior Christian En- 
deavor were active groups through the year 1931. 


From 1932 through 1944 the name — Young People of the Church — 
was used by our young people. 


The Junior, Intermediate, or Pioneer, and Senior groups have their 
Sunday evening meetings just before the evening preaching service. 


The name Westminster Fellowship is in use at the present time and 
has been for some years. For quite a number of years the College group of 
the Westminsters provided a fine group of singers as the evening choir. 


Since the completion of the Presbyterian Westminster Center building 
for the Presbyterians at Louisiana Tech the College group hold their eve- 
ning devotional service at the Center. 

Many of our church's fine older young people and young adults have 
devoted their time and talents to leadership with these Christian Endeavor 
and Westminster groups. 

Since 1947 Mrs. D. L. O'Neal has been employed as a part-time 
worker with the College group, and later for full time. She is doing a fine 
work. 


During many years past our Church has offered affiliate membership 
to Presbyterian Louisiana Tech students during their college days. This 
does not affect their membership with their home churches, nor does it 
add to our regular church roll. We do believe it makes them feel more at 
home in our Church. 


We have been pleased that many students from other towns have taken 
advantage of the affiliate membership. 


We have been pleased to have some of the young men who are stud- 
ents at Louisiana Tech help in our Church as ushers. 


The Center building and lot, located one block from the campus of 
Louisiana Tech, is very nice indeed both as to plan and location. 


Session’s Campus Christian Life Committee, which at present is com- 
posed of Moreland Lewis, Keith O’Kelley, Mrs. Frank Monroe, Miss Frances 
Fletcher, and Ex Officio Mrs. D. L. O’Neal, and the President of the West- 
minster Fellowship, is to be congratulated. The work of earlier members 
of the Committee — Mr. R. C. Duchesne, Mr. H. F. Schroeder and Mr. L. C. 
Ledbetter and others — has been a wonderful help. 


Fine contributions from Presbyterians of the Presbytery and the Synod, 
as well as from former Presbyterian students have meant much for the 
work among the students at Tech. 
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OUR SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Our Sunday School was organized at the time our first building was 
occupied in February, 1890. 


There was no superintendent elected for several years, some of the 
ladies conducting the school and teaching the four or five classes. 


The Sunday School has enjoyed a steady increase in enrollment and 
attendance, and has been a fine influence in helping to develop the Christ- 
ian character of many young people. . 


In 1897 Session’s report to Presbytery showed the enrollment as 57; 
in 1907 it was 159; in 1927 the Session report showed 165; in 1947 it had 
reached 260. In January 1959 the enrollment had reached 334. The high 
attendance to date in 1959 is 265. 


During all these years the school has been blessed with many teachers 
and officers who have been both able and devoted. 


The records in the early years do not list the names of teachers, but for 
many later years the Session minutes show the names of those who from 
time to time were elected as teachers and officers of the school. Based on 
these records a safe estimate would be that several hundred members of 
our Church have given their best efforts to this work. 
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For the past fifty-five years at least, the school has not passed a single 
Sunday without having its Sunday morning program of song and prayer 
and Bible study. 


The first superintendent of our Sunday School was Mr. D. R. Lyons 
who was one of the elders of the Church back in the 1890's. Other superin- 
tendents have been Messrs. E. M. Graham, W. R. Lyman, John P. Graham, 
E. S. Jenkins, D. K. Brown, E. A. Epps, Frank E. Monroe, Henry F. 
Schroeder, William Montford, Douglas Jenkins, James Y. Briggs, J. W. 
Evans, W. J. Bordelon, R. C. Duchesne, and A. S. Johnson. 
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— Music in the Church and Sunday School — 


When our first church building was occupied in 1890 the musical 
instrument used was a parlor reed organ, either of the Estey or some sim- 
ilar make. The organ had a sweet tone with sufficient volume for a rather 
small auditorium. The organ probably cost about $150.00. 


When we purchased our second church building with all its furniture 
from the Baptist congregation, we came into possession of their organ which 
was somewhat larger than our first one had been. We used this second reed 
organ from 1910 to 1924 when our present Mohler pipe organ was installed 
in our new church. In about 1916 we purchased a piano, and several years 
later Mrs. Fannie C. Allen (one of our charter members) gave to the 
Church her piano, to be used in the Sunday School. After our new educa- 
tional wing had been built in the early 1950's, Mr. and Mrs. Alex T. Hunt 
gave a piano to the Sunday School. Mr. M. M. Cragon, a former member 
of our Church, gave a piano to the Presbyterian Westminster Center. 


Our first organist was Miss Florence Hodge who was a daughter of 
Mrs. N. Coleman, one of our charter members. 


Other ladies and men who have served as organist and pianists for the 
Church and Sunday School are: Mrs. Ada Van Hook, Miss Kate Mandel, 
Miss Floy Null, Mr. Leon Hammons, Miss Kathleen Graham, Miss Ruth

Earlier choir directors have been: Miss Florence Hodge, Miss Mary

Beginning in 1944 Mrs. Linda T. Hunt was employed as our first pro- 
fessional musician to direct the choir. In 1945 Mr. Oluf Lund, a son of 
Captain Frantz O. Lund, was employed as organist for the morning serv- 
ices.

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MID-WEEK PRAYER MEETINGS 


Early in the year 1901 Rev. Frank L. Allen came to Ruston in re- 
sponse to the call of Ruston Church. 


Soon after taking up the work here he proposed having Wednesday 
evening prayer meetings, in case members would promise to attend. A 
few of the members ayiced, and did attend with some regularity. 


The records of Session show that on March 29, 1905, a joint meeting 
of Elders and Deacons was held — “after prayer meeting.” 


Mr. Brown, as pastor, was present along with two ruling elders and 
three deacons. There was no mention of how many others were present 
at the prayer meeting. 


In December, 1909, according to Session records, “it was resolved to 
renew regular prayer meeting services on Wednesday evenings.” Dr. Car- 
penter had come as our pastor, and the congregation had purchased the old 
Baptist church building. 


Wednesday evening meetings were continued during the pastorate 
of Mr. Danis as well as that of Dr. McFadden. 


There have been times when the mid-week services were not held; 
but for the past three or four years the Wednesday Evening Prayer and 
Bible Study has been conducted regularly, and has been well attended. 


KINDERGARTEN 


In July, 1958, Mr. Lipscomb led our Session in the discussion of a day- 
school kindergarten for five-year-olds in our Church: the school to include 
Bible stories and sacred songs as well as the usual kindergarten subjects. 


In early August, Session approved a Kindergarten Committee to have 
supervision of the activity; the members of the committee being: Mrs. 
Alex T. Hunt, Jr., Chairman; Miss Willie Fletcher; Mrs. George L. Nicol; 
the Church Treasurer; and the Clerk of Session. 


The Committee is fortunate in having Mrs. Jack Carter as the Kinder- 
garten teacher, and her helpers, Miss Grace Reno with her Bible stories 
and music, and Mrs. Henry Roane with her teaching of French. 


Some useful pieces of equipment have been purchased and installed. 


The Kindergarten is self-sustaining, and the first nine months term 
has been really successful. 
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The nine months’ term beginning in September, 1959 is off to a fine 
start, with a full enrollment of boys and girls. 


The youngsters are having a happy experience, and are learning much 
that will be helpful in their young lives.

The idea of the Daily Vacation Bible School was introduced into our 
Church during the pastorate of Dr. S. E. McFadden. 


Our Church records show that in the summer of 1929 there was an en- 
rollment in the Vacation Bible School of 30. 


In recent years there has been a lively interest in the Vacation School. 
The enrollment in July of this year (1959) reached 155, including the 
several teachers and helpers. The daily attendance for the five days, Mon- 
day through Friday, was excellent - showing a better average than in 1957 
or 1958. 


The closing program of the school was at the evening worship hour 
the following Sunday. - 


Mrs. L. P. Blackwell was Director of the Vacation Bible School this 
year; and her helpers were: Mrs. Ray Johnson, Assistant Director; and 
Teachers for BEGINNERS: Mrs. E. E. Baugh, Mrs. Karl Fulton, Mrs. J. C.

ANNIVERSARIES 
On July 2, 1929 our Church celebrated the tenth anniversary of the 
coming of Dr. S. E. McFadden as our pastor. That year was also the 75th 
anniversary of the founding of Red River Presbytery in 1854. 
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In October, 1934 we observed the semi-centennial of our Ruston 
Church. On Monday night, October 22, the “Women’s Auxiliary” presented 
a pageant showing the early days and the growth and accomplishments of 
that organization. 

On Tuesday night a short history of the Ruston Church was read. This 
told of the small beginning and of the gradual growth of the Church. 
It told of the consecrated men who have served as ministers in the Church, 
and of the loyal members. 


On Wednesday night the choir, under the direction of Dr. Rodney 
Cline, presented A. R. Gaul’s oratorio — “The Holy City.” Musicians from 
other churches who assisted in this presentation were: Dr. Cline, Mrs. 
H. L. Johns, Miss Helen Nelson, Mr. R. L. Seegers, Mrs. J. W. Thurmon, 
Mrs. V. H. Spinks, Mrs. W. P. Robison, Mrs. Elbert Haskins, and Mrs. 
Rodney Cline. 
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On July 2, 1939, we celebrated the 20th anniversary of Dr. McFadden’s 
coming to Ruston as our pastor. This was also the day of the dedication of 
our new church building. 
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On October 22, 1944, we recognized the occasion of our 60th anniver- 
sary. Our pastor, Rev. Thomas M. Davis, had asked Rev. John W. Davis of 
Minden to preach here on that occasion. On that day four of our young 
folks made their profession of faith and joined the Church. They were: 
Lacey Stinson, Elaine Burgess, Barbara Jean Nolan, and Henry Monroe. 
Henry, a great grandson of our first elder, Judge N. M. Smith, had been 
baptized at the time of our 50th anniversary in 1934.

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A SERMON 


By Rev. J. W. Lipscomb 
(Sunday Morning, October 18, 1959) 


“Our Ebenezer’ 


I Samuel 7:12 


Memorials occupied a prominent place in the religious life of the 
Israelites. Jacob had a remarkable experience with God and memorialized 
the spot by erecting a stone and naming the place Bethel, house of God. 
The Feast of the Passover was described as a Memorial as it was established 
by God Himself. Memorial stones were placed in the Jordan River at the 
time of the crossing of God’s people into Canaan. 


The many memorials which are mentioned in the Old Testament were 
not erected because of any congenital tendency toward nostalgia on the 
part of Israel. Rather they were established for a very practical reason, 
namely, that succeeding generations might not forget the mercies of God 
which they were designed to memorialize. 


Such was the case in the erection of the commemorative stone of which 
we read in I Samuel 7:12, “Then Samuel took a stone, and set it between 
Mizpeh and Shen, and called the name of it Ebenezer, saying, Hitherto 
hath the Lord helped us.” 


The immediate situation which was the occasion of this action by 
Samuel was as follows: For some time, the Israelites had been plagued by 
their neighbors to the south and west, the Philistines. Judges 3:31 tells of 
a conflict with these people in which Shamgar slew 300 of them with an 
ox-goad. On later occasions the Philistines were the enemies under whose 
dominion Israel fell when she became idolatrous, And then there was the 
conflict with the Philistines which filled so much of the life story of 
Samson (Judges 14-16). 


CALAMITY 


Early in the public life of Samuel, the Philistines again attacked Israel, 
this time with most disastrous results. Not only was Israel defeated, but 
among those killed were Hophni and Phinehas, the sons of Eli the priest 
and the prospective successors to the priesthood. And, worst of all, the 
Ark of the Covenant was captured and taken to Ashdod, one of the cities 
of the heathen Philistines. 


It is difficult for our minds to grasp the magnitude of this calamity as 
it appeared to the Israelites of that time. The Ark of the Covenant was the 
very symbol of the presence of Jehovah among His people. It occupied the 
most sacred position in the Holy of Holies, the innermost part of the taber- 
nacle. It was before the Ark that the High Priest appeared once each year 
and the presence of Jehovah was manifest. To the Israelites, the Ark was 
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so significant that to lose it would seem to mean the very loss of their means 
of contact with the God who had shown Himself mighty on behalf of His 
people over the past centuries. Truly the loss of the Ark brought Israel to 
the lowest point that people had known since they had become a nation, 
and they cried out “The glory is departed from Israel, for the Ark of God 
is taken.” 

The Philistines did not keep the Ark of the Lord, for it was not His 
purpose that this sacred symbol should abide as the possession of a heathen 
nation. God’s hand was against the Philistines, and soon they were anxious 
to return it to the people of Israel. This was accomplished in a remarkable 
Way as we read in I Samuel 6. 


DELIVERANCE 


Twenty years elapsed, and again the Israelites were faced with their 
old enemy. But this time they were a different nation. Samuel had led the 
people in a true revival; they had confessed their sins and had repented of 
them; they had learned anew of their dependence upon the gracious and 
mighty hand of God. 


As the Philistines drew near to do battle, Samuel and all the Israelites 
offered sacrifices and called upon the Lord for help. The conflict and its 
outcome are briefly described in the two verses, I Samuel 7:10, 11: “... 
but the Lord thundered with a great thunder on that day upon the Phili- 
stines, and discomfited them; and they were smitten before Israel. And the 
men of Israel went out of Mizpeh and pursued the Philistines, and smote 
them, until they came to Beth-car.” 


It was at this point that “Samuel took a stone and set it between 
Mizpeh and Shen and called the name of it Ebenezer (meaning “the stone 
of help”) saving, “Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF GRACE RECEIVED 


Two matters stand forth prominently in the establishing of this mem- 
orial, and in both of them, there are rich messages for our time. First there 
is the frank acknowledgement of Israel's own helplessness and dependence, 
the confession that victory had come only by the grace of God. God had 
helped His people and turned their mourning into joy, their despair into 
delight; and they were to be mindful that this day of joy was of His doing. 


Happy indeed is that church which has learned its lesson of depend- 
ence — which has learned with Zechariah that it is “not by might nor by 
power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord of Hosts.” How often we are 
tempted to place our dependence upon better organization, program plan- 
ning, larger gifts, the power of numbers, better publicity and promotional 
efforts, and manuals that will explain how to do everything in the church 
from conducting financial campaigns to getting new members. 


Let us humble ourselves under the mighty hand of God that He may 
lift us up — let us renew our awareness, not just in the surface of our 
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minds for conversational purposes but in the depths of our hearts at the 
fountainhead of our lives, of the fact that any good that we enjoy today, 
any good thing that we have accomplished in our personal lives or in the 
life of our church, has been not of our doing but because “the Lord hath 
helped us.” “For it is God that worketh in you both to will and to do of 
His good pleasure.” 


Perhaps it will be well to face candidly the fact that the point of view 
represented in our text is not attractive to many minds. Humanly and 
pridefully, we would like to feel that we have made a significant contri- 
bution to the progress of our church and our community. It is true that God 
uses human agencies, and we rejoice that in measure He has used each of 
us, but we must be careful to remember that “it is of the Lord’s doing” and 
had He not been operative in and through us, we would have and could 
have accomplished precisely nething. 


“HITHERTO” 


The second thought which stands out prominently in our text is 
brought to us by the opening word, “Hitherto.” This word speaks of all 
that had transpired prior to the time of the erection of the “stone of help.” 
That is, Samuel sees God’s helping hand, not just in the victory that has 
been recently won, but in all the dealings of God with His people. In 
their defeat at the hands of the Philistines and loss of the Ark of the 
Covenant, God had helped His people, as He was thereby chastening them 
that He might lead them to repentance. In the return of the Ark, the hand 
of God was clearly seen; for not an Israelite hand had been turned to 
accomplish it. It was of God’s doing that the Philistines came again against 
Israel reducing them to frantic desperation and bringing them to the 
sense of their hopeless condition without Jehovah’s help. And it was God 
who had rescued them in their hour of crisis. 


Fortunate indeed is that individual and that church which can see the 
hand of God as it works to discipline, to purify, to reprove, to correct, as 
well as when it works to deliver. In the limitation of our human under- 
standing and with our natural desire for ease and comfort, we may wish 
it were otherwise, but it is still true that “whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom He receiveth.” 


OUR EBENEZER 


This Seventy-fifth Anniversary observance of our church is another 
Ebenezer, for in a very real way it is a memorial to what God has done for 
us and for our church during the past years. Perhaps His working on our 
behalf has not been as dramatically apparent as it was in behalf of the 
Israelites of Samuel’s time, but who can fail to recognize that whatever 
we are, whatever we have accomplished, these are of His doing. Truly, 
our church is what it is today only by the grace and help of God. 


Let the inspired writers of the Scripture speak to us of this: 
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Ephesians 1:4 — “... He hath chosen us in Him before the founda- 
tion of the world.” 


I Peter 1:18, 19 — “.. . ye were not redeemed with corruptible things, 
as silver and gold, from your vain conversation (manner of life) . .. but 
with the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and with- 
out spot.” 


Ephesians 2:12, 13 — “... at that time ye were without Christ, being 
aliens from the commonwealth of Israel and strangers from the covenants 
of promise, having no hope, and without God in the world: but now in 
Christ Jesus ye who sometimes were far off are made nigh by the blood 
of Christ.” 


I John 3:2 — “Beloved, now are we the sons of God... 


Romans 8:16, 17 — “The Spirit itself beareth witness with our spirit, 
that we are the children of God: and if children, then heirs; heirs of God, 
and joint-heirs with Christ.” 


Surely the witness of each member of our church would be that the 
blessings of the Twenty-third Psalm have filled our days. Who would not 
testify that God has been to us a gracious Saviour, an unfailing Shepherd, 
redeeming, leading, supplying, binding up, giving rest, and ever holding 
forth the promise of further blessings yet to come! Who would not join 
with Samuel and say with all the fevor of his heart, “HITHERTO, GOD 
HAS BEESSED US” 


WHY THE STONE? 


There remains yet one question to be answered. Why did Samuel set 
up the stone and give it the name Ebenezer? What was accomplished by 
this action? 


Samuel knew something about human nature, and he knew a great 
deal about the weaknesses of the Israelites. How many times before they 
had seen the wonderful manifestations of the goodness of God to them, 
and how many times they had forgotten! The purpose of the stone and 
the particular name given to the place was to remind Israel in that genera- 
tion and in succeeding generations of the rich mercies of God. 


How like our spiritual ancestors we are! How easily we forget the 
mercies of God which have attended our ways! How readily we fall into 
the assumption that our victories and achievements are the results of our 
own sacrifice and devotion, little realizing that it is only by the grace of 
God that we are what we are (I Corinthians 15:10). How often we fail to 
pass on to our children the full realization of the fact that it was our Hea- 
venly Father who has brought us on our way! Surely a stone of remem- 
brance was needed in the time of Samuel, and as surely it is needed today. 


But the remembrance of God’s mercies which the Ebenezer stone was 
to provide was never intended to involve only the ability to recall the his- 
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torical facts of past decades. Remembering, which was truly remembering, 
called for action. Could Israel remember the everlasting mercies of God 
and fall again into idolatry? Could Israel remember the everlasting mercies 
of God and fail to walk in His ways of righteousness? Such would be un- 
thinkable, which is precisely the reason Moses had urged in his farewell 
message, “Beware that thou forget not the Lord thy God.” Can we fail to 
trust, obey, and serve a God who has dealt so graciously with us? 


As far as I know, no memorial stone will be erected, no bronze plaque 
will be set in place, no memorial window will be dedicated as we pass this 
significant point in our history. Yet, not one, but many stones may be ded- 
icated at this time. For, the Bible tells us, we are living stones which to- 
gether make up the temple of God; and if at this time we rededicate our- 
_ selves to the service and glory of our God, we will show that truly we are 
mindful of and grateful for His help in ages past and in our own genera- 
tion. And truly, we will raise our Ebenezer and become living stones of 
remembrance which shall never pass away. 


PRAYER 


Heavenly Father, we thank Thee for Thy grace which has saved us 
and made us Thy children. We thank Thee for Thy church and for the 
privilege of being a part of it and participating in its great work. 


We praise Thee for Thy blessing upon this church during the past 
seventy-five years. We praise Thee for the faithful men and women who 
have served here before us and who have been the human instruments 
Thou hast used as means of blessing to their own generations and to ours. 


Renew, by the working of Thy Holy Spirit within us, our awareness 
of Thy great mercies. And as our hearts are led to rejoice again in Thy 
goodness, lead us to the rededication of ourselves as living memorials to 
what the grace of God can mean in the lives of men. 


O God, hear our prayer, that Thy name may be glorified and that Thy 
work may be strengthened, we ask in Jesus’ name. Amen.

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CHURCH MEMBERS 


In 1889, five years after its organization, our Church had a member- 
ship of 28, including the ten charter members. 


Ten years later in 1899 there were 55 members. In 1909 there were 
126 (including non-resident members). In 1919 there were 114 resident 
members. In 1929 there were 164 resident members. In 1934, which was the 
year of our Semi-Centennial anniversary, our resident membership was 218. 
In 1939 the membership had reached the 260 mark. In 1949 we had grown 
to a membership of 393. 


In this year 1959, our 75th anniversary year, our membership has in- 
creased to a total of 499. (This total has been attained in spite of the fact 
that in July, 1958 we dropped from the active roll the names of 35 persons 
who had been gone from Ruston quite a number of years without calling 
for letters of transfer. ) 


During these 75 years 1290 Presbyterians have held membership in 
Ruston Church. 
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Thinking that many of our present members would be interested in
